affect the tax payer, according to the 
plan of progressive payments he has 
arranged, at the morning session of 
the board of supervisors in Redwood 
City Tuesday. According to this 
plan, the life of the bonds will be 
twenty-nine years, and the maximum 
of road taxation will be reached in 
the fourth year, when the rate per 
$!<)() will be approximately 20 
cents. By this time the benefits of 
the roads will be felt and property 
throughout the county will have in¬ 
creased in value by more than the 
cost of the roads, according to Mason. 

“In the lirst year,” explained 
Mason, $500,000 of the bonds will be 
sold and the interest on these will be 
slightly over 8 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 1 11 the second year another 
$500,000 will be sold thus doubling the 
lax rate for roads in that year the 
balance of the issue, $250,000, will be 
sold bringing the interest to 20 cents. 

“The fourth year of the life of the 
bonds would naturally reach the max¬ 
imum interest, because $30,000 of tlie 
principal will be redeemed according 
to this plan. However, the mainte¬ 
nance cost now borne by the county 
will be so materially reduced that the 
rate of thirty cents will be reduced to 
less than 20 cents. 

“For Lhe next four years $30,000 a 
year will be redeemed; then $40,000 a 
year for five years; then $50,000 a year 
lor the remaining ten years. 

“The interest will automatically re¬ 
duce after the fourth year. The bonds 
should command a premium of 4 per 
cent or about $50,000, and this wiil 
pay for engineers’ fees and all other 
incidental exiienses, leaving the total 
amount of the bond issue, $2,250,000, 
for the actual construction of the roads. 

“These roads will soon pay for them¬ 
selves in increased properly values. 
The Geary street road in Han Francis¬ 
co has already added more than the 
cost of its construction to the value 
of properties adjoining it. The sub¬ 
ways of New York have added ten 
times the sum paid for them to the 
value of property there. It is the 
same with the Los Angeles aqueduct 
and this is true of any public utility 
I of this character. These are invest¬ 
ments paying large dividends and not 
in any way to be considered as expen- 
I ses.”

"Will Lower Cost of Living" 
Is Universal Cry. 

BUT ARE THEY SUCCESSFUL? 


Not Under Present Conditions, Says 
Economy Expert—The Ultimate Con¬ 
sumer Must Be the Customer Instead 
of the Jobber or Commission Man. 

Many cities and towns are clamoring 
for a public market. For what reason? 
What is a public market expected or 
supposed to do? “Lower the cost of 
liviug.” is the unanimous reply. 

Is this result attained? Has the cost 
of living been lowered in any of the 
cities which have public markets? 
And. if so. the prices of what commo¬ 
dities have been lowered, and in what 
months? 

The cost of living will be lowered 
through market channels when the ul¬ 
timate consumer is the customer at the 
market and when the selling is done 
by the originator or producer. That is 
the end at which the public market is 
aimed, but which it has not yet gener¬ 
ally hit. At the present time the con 
sumer is not doing his own marketing 
from the producer He is, in the great¬ 
est number of cases, buying from the 
huckster, who buys from the jobber or 
commission man. who buys from the 
farmer. Between the price the pro¬ 
ducer gets and the price the consumer 
pays there is the first transportation 
cost to get the product to the jobber, 
the jobber’s operation expense and 
profits, his transportation to the retail¬ 
ers and the retailer’s expense and prof¬ 
its. 

But a moment! Some argue that 
when the farmer backs his wagon to 
the curb at the market and the con¬ 
sumer buys the end has been reached. 
That is quite true and most happily 
so. But for how many months is this? 
In the northern climes it is for June. 


$ NEEDS OF OUR RURAL J 
SCHOOLS. 

The most important and 
pressing problems of our rural 
common schools briefly sum-, 
marized are as follows: 

To provide schools for all the 
children and to bring all the 
children into them. 

To make the annual school 
term throughout the United 
States long enough to give the 
children thorough instruction in 
the fundamentals of common 
knowledge during the period of 
their school life. 

To directly relate the instruc¬ 
tion of the school to the prac¬ 
tical business of the farm 
through the employment of 
teachers in sympathy with farm 
life and the enrichment of the 
school course by the introduc¬ 
tion of agricultural subjects. 

I J The improvement of the ma¬ 
terial equipment and environ¬ 
ment of the school by the con¬ 
solidation of small schools, the 
improvement of school buildings 
and grounds and the establish¬ 
ment of school libraries and 
collections of materials for il¬ 
lustration. 

The making of the schools 
more thoroughly the centers for 
the intellectual life of the com¬ 
munity by the co-operation of 
the farmer and his family with 
the teacher.—United States Gov¬ 
ernment Bulletin.

During the other 
months the consumer is at the merej 
of those before mentioned protit takers 
What is the remedy?—for It must not 
be understood for a moment that the 
market cannot be made to achieve its 
rightful end. 

First, it Is my belief that no com¬ 
mission men or retailers should be al¬ 
lowed space In the markets for the 
sale of products which cau be offered 
by the producer at retail during the ! 
months when he is producing; second, ; 
I do not believe the consumer should 
be denied the opportunity of buying in : 
out of season months from some one i 
as near the producer ns it is possible 
to get; third. 1 do not believe in the 
employment of a market master mere¬ 
ly because he is a political henchman 
or ward heeler or because he Is the 
brother-in-law of some one’s cousin. 

We shall make our public market the 
place where the producer and the con¬ 
sumer actually get together for pur¬ 
poses of sale and purchase. We shall 
allow no middlemen. We shall ship 
in all products grown in other terri¬ 
tory which are demanded or are out of 
season. We shall keep in touch with 
producers in every part of the coun¬ 
try And we shall employ a market 
master who is a business executive, 
paying him a snlary that is commen¬ 
surate. Here would be the result; 

When goods are in season the pro¬ 
ducer and the consumer are brought 
together in actuality. When iroods

Teach the Fundamentals. 

What is needed along the line of im¬ 
provement work, u phase too often 
overlooked, i* to educate and develop 
taste in the child regarding civic beau¬ 
tifying When the growing generation 
Is interested in civic improvement the 
results need not be feared The pres¬ 
ent weakness lies in the fact that but 
few are interested, and the vast ma¬ 
jority are indifferent through igno¬ 
rance. Could the first principles of tiiis 
grand work be taught to school chil¬ 
dren ns a body the work of beautify¬ 
ing in the future would prove a simple 
and easy task Had the children of 
the past generation been educated in 
improvement work there would be no ; 
need now of maintaining a constant, j 
never ending tight for street trees and 
other features of the work without i 
which beautiful cities cannot be had ! 
In dealing with the subject at school | 
It is not necessary to delve Into detail, ’ 
but tlie pupils should be instructed in 
the fundamentals 

This interest cannot be created by [ 
the stulling process, which is the weak J 
ness of the present day common 
schools, but should be developed in the 
child, so that he can perceive, appre¬ 
ciate and discover beauty and excel 
lenoe and the best means "to such ends 
The curriculum of the common school 
has not been of late years sufficiently 
changed to meet the demands of the 
present day development in regard to 
public Improvement, and when reach¬ 
ing mature years or upon leaving 
school this phase of life Is to him a 
closed book. School training should 
aim to impart somewhat of culture and 
taste, especially during the later years 
of attendance, and this in turn would 
he transferred to the home and public 
works, so that there would soon be an 
army of protestants against slovenly ; 
municipal housekeeping that would 
prove equally potent In public life with : 
the improved methods and conditions 
brought about at home.

Rail System,” switches, side-tracks, spur 
tracks and equipment for the same, and the 
right, privilege and permission to excavate 
anil remove such portions of the streets, al¬ 
leys and other places in said City of South 
San Francisco to be occupied by any of its 
tracks and poles, as may be necessary prop¬ 
erly to construct said railroad, and to erect 
all needful apparatus and other appliances 
properly and fully to equip, operate and run 
its said railroad over, along and upon the 
following streets in said City of South San 
Francisco, County of San Mateo, State of 
California, as follows, to-wit: Commencing 
on Walker Avenue at the gates of the South 
San Francisco Stock Yards and continuing 
thence on Walker Avenue westerly to the be¬ 
ginning of Swift Avenue; thence westerly 
along Swift Avenue to the beginning of Grand 
Avenue; thence westerly along Grand Avenue 
to the west line of Chestnut Avenue; pro¬ 
vided, however, that a double track railroad 
shall be constructed over that portion of the 
route commencing at a point where the tracks 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
cross Grand Avenue; thence westerly along 
Grand Avenue to the westerly line of Spruce 
Avenue. 

Section 2. The foregoing franchise, grants, 
privileges and permissions are made upon the 
following conditions, to be strictly complied 
with by said grantee, its successors and as¬ 
signs, to-wit: 

The track shall be laid to conform to the 
established grade wherever grades have been 
established, and in other cases on the natural 
grade of the street. In the construction of 
switches and sidetracks, or a double tr^ck, 
the tracks must have space between them suf¬ 
ficient to allow cars to pass each other at a 
distance of not less than two feet. The 
tracks must not be more than five (5) feet 
wide within the rails. Said railroad shall be 
constructed as nearly as possible in the mid¬

Section 3. Said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco reserves the right to alter or change the 
grad*: 01 streets, to pave and repave and 
otherwise improve the streets without 
having to pay tlue cost of re¬ 
adjusting the railway tracks to the require¬ 
ments of the new improvements. Said city 
also reserves the right to construct sewers, 
lay water or gas mains, and establish, remove 
or readjust any other fixtures of a public 
nature in. under or over the streets without 
being liable to the company for any necessary 
interruption in street railway traffic. 

Section 4. Said grantee, its successors and 
assigns, shall at its own expense pave or re¬ 
pave, macadamize or re-macadamize, grade or 
regrade the entire length of said streets used 
by its tracks, between the rails thereof, and 
between the tracks where sidings or two tracks 
are laid, for a width extending for two (2) 
feet on each side of each track, with the 

same material as may be used for such pur¬ 
poses by the City of South San Francisco, 

except, however, that within each track and 
for a distance of at least six (6) inches on 
each side of each track basalt blocks or mold¬ 
ed brick may bo used, and under tlie sain*, 

supervision and specifications and in the same 
manner as upon the avenues or streets over 
which said railroad runs, or the tracks thereof 
are laid, and sliall keep the same constantly 
in good repair and Hush with the surface of 
said streets. 

In the event that said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall exercise the right and privi¬ 
lege herein granted to construct a double track 
railroad after any paving or repaving, macad¬ 
amizing or remacadamizing, has been done 
along and upon said streets, by or under the 
direction and supervision of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South San Francisco, 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
make reimbursement in the manner following, 
to-wit: If the cost of said improvement has 

been assessed upon the lands abutting on each 
side of any of said streets, reimbursement 
shall he made to the owners of said lands. 
One-half of the whole amount of such reim¬ 
bursement shall be distributed among the 
owners of said lands abutting on either side 
of said avenues or streets, according to the 
front-foot method. In the event that said 
work of improvement shall have been paid 
for out of tlie treasury of the City of South 
San Francisco, such reimbursement shall be 
made to said city. Such reimbursement shall 
be made for the entire length of said paving 
or repaving, macadamizing or remacadamizing, 
between the rails of said additional or second 
track and for a width extending for two (2) 

1 feet on each side of said track and for any 
additional distance between the tracks then on 
said avenues or streets. 

Section 5. The rate of fare for any dis¬ 
tance along said railroad within the corporate 
limits of said City of South San Francisco, 
or between any point on said railroad as now 
I operated and Holy Cross Cemetery, shall be 
1 five (5) cents for one passenger. 

Section 6. The overhead wires used as elec- 
I trie conductors shall be hung from cross-wires, 
properly insulated, and shall not be less than 
eighteen (18) feet, measured vertically, from 
the surface of the street, and shall be sup¬ 
ported by double lines of poles, one on each 
■ side of the street. 

Section 7. Whenever the grantee of this 
ordinance, its successors or assigns, shall cut 
! into or displace any of the streets or other 


places in the City of South San Francisco 
hereinbefore-named, for the purpose of con¬ 
structing its said railroad, or for purpose of 
making any repairs thereto or to the equipment 
thereof, it shall restore all such streets or 
other places to their former condition. 

Section 8. Improved construction shall be 
used for the equipment of said road, and all 
cars to be used shall be of improved pattern 
and construction for the comfort and con¬ 
venience of passengers, and shall be kept in 
good repair, and provided with sufficient 
brakes for stopping the same, as well as with 
proper lights and signal devices. Every 
single car, or, in case of a train, every motor 
used on said railroad, shall be fitted with 
suitable fenders or appliances placed in front 
of such car or motor, for the purpose of rt,- 
moving and clearing obstructions from the 
track and preventing any obstacles, obstruc¬ 
tions or persons on the track from getting 
under the car or motor, and for removing the 
same out of danger or out of the way of such 
car or motor.

and constructed in strict compliance with the 
provisions of this ordinance and the laws of 
the State of California; provided, however, 
that nothing herein shall be deemed to con¬ 
flict with the provisions of Section ten (10) 
hereof. 


Section 9. This franchise shall be deemed 
to contain all the conditions now required by 
law, in addition to those enumerated herein. 

Section 10. The grantee of this franchise, 
its successors or assigns, shall reconstruct such 
portion of its railroad existing at the date of 
this franchise upon the streets herein named, 
wherever and whenever the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco shall de¬ 
termine to order the laying and construction 
of any pavement. Such work of reconstruc¬ 
tion shall be thereafter faithfully prosecuted 
and actively pursued and carried forward to 
completion within such period of time as may 
be reasonably limited for the completion of 
the work of paving herein contemplated. If 
the said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
fail to comply with the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion, unless an extension of time is granted 
by said Board of Trustees, this franchise shall 
immediately cease and determine.

assigns. “Capital investment,” as that term 
is used in this ordinance, shall be and mean 
the fair and reasonable value of the plant, 
including good will, as a going concern, hav¬ 
ing regard to its condition of repair and its 
adaptability and capacity for the business of 
transportation of passengers. In the deter¬ 
mination of such value no regard shall be had 
to the capitalization of the grantee company 
as represented by the company’s outstanding 
stocks and bonds, but such value shall in¬ 
clude interest during construction and any 
difference in net earnings during the first 
five (5) years of operation between 8 per cent 
on the capital actually invested and the 
amount actually earned. All land and fix¬ 
tures shall be valued at the cost of reproduc¬ 
tion less any depreciation for wear and ob¬ 
solescence at the time the city shall take over 
the said property. The method of procedure in 
determining such valuation shall Be that set 
forth in paragraphs b, c, d and e of Section 
13 hereof. If said city shall elect to make 
the purchase herein provided for, it shall do 
so by ordinance adopted by the Board of 
Trustees within thirty days after the price 
has been determined by the Board of Apprais¬ 
ers provided for in Section 13, and given as 
aforesaid. Said city shall have three months 
after the passage of the ordinance in which 
said election to purchase shall lie made, in 
which to pay the price so ascertained. If the 
city shall elect to purchase, said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, shall retain possession of 
said property and equipment and maintain the 
same in good condition, and operate the same 
as herein specified, and be entitled to receive 
tlu* profits arising therefrom, until the pur¬ 
chase price ascertained as aforesaid shall have 
been paid. 

On the payment of the purchase price sain 
grantee, its successors or assigns, shall trans¬ 
fer to said city any and every franchise, right 
ind privilege pertaining to said street rail¬ 
way, to lie operated under this franchise, 
which said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
may have or claim. 

Section 13. (a) If at the expiration of this 

franchise said City of South San Francisco 
shall he unwilling to grant a renewal of this 
franchise, or another franchise, to said grantee, 
its successors or assigns, upon terms mutually 
agreeable to the city and grantee, said city 
hereby agrees to purchase the tracks, cars, 
motors, poles, wires, and all other mechanical 
appliances, equipment and appurtenances, by 
paying therefor the actual market value. 
Actual market .value shall be taken to mean 
the cost of reproduction less any depreciation 
due to wear and obsolescence. All land and 
fixtures on any such land shall be valued at 
the cost of reproduction less any depreciation 
for wear and obsolescence. In determining 
any value, as herein provided for, no value 
shall lie placed on good will; and in the de- 
erminatfon of such value 110 regard shall be 
had to the company’s capitalization as repre¬ 
sented by the company’s stocks and bonds.

The appraisers shall 
be permitted personally, or by any person or 
persons designated by them, to inspect the plant 
and all records, books of account, vouchers, 
bills, contracts and documents of said grantee, 
its successors or assigns, for the purpose of 
fully informing themselves of such value.

(d) If said city shall elect to make the 
purchase herein provided for, it shall do so 
by ordinance adopted by the Board of Trus¬

Woodrow Wilson, who has been 
called both the twenty-seventh and 
twenty-eighth President of the United 
States, is in fact the twenty-seventh 
man who has held that office. He 
has been described as the twenty- 
eighth President by those who hold 
that because Grover Cleveland’s terms 
were separated by that of Harrison, 
Cleveland should therefore fill two 
places in the numerical series of Pres¬ 
idents. Those who believe Cleveland 
should fill only one number in the 
series of Presidents call Wilson the 


in its records a great mass of precise 
information on the subject, to draft 
regulations, afterwards to be enacted 
into law. 

This is no response to sentiment. 
11 is not intended to catch the “bird 
lovers’” vote. The project is based 
on economic considerations, and its 
active supporters include such men of 
science as William T. Hornaday, Hen¬ 
ry Fairfield Osborne, Theodore S. Pal¬ 
mer, of the United States Biological 
Survey, and Edward H. Forbush, 
ornithologist of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Agriculture. 

The Year Book of the Department 
of Agriculture is authority for the 
statement that, in a single year (1904), 
the damage done to crops by insect 
pests amounted to §>420,000,000. 

Trom the same source we learn that 
the annual loss to apple-growers from 
the ravages of the curculio pest 
amounts to $12,000,000, to say nothing 
of $8,250,000 expended each year fo; 
spraying trees; that the chinch bug 
damages the wheat crop to the extent 
of $20,000,000 a year, and that the 
the value of the cotton crop is decreas¬ 
ed annually by the same amount 
through the work of the co'ton boll 
weevil, while the gypsy moth and 
other insects destroy or seriously 
damage every year trees valued at 
$100,000,000. 

These figures have increased signi¬ 
ficance when we remember that the 
insectivorous birds (most of which 
are migratory) are most efficient aids 
in keeping down insect pests. 

Mr. Forbush saw a pair of grosbeaks 
taking insect larvae to their young at 
the rate of 450 times in eleven hours, 
and estimated that a single yellow- 
throated warbler would devour 10,000 
tree lice in a day. 

Similar observation establishes the 
fact that several kinds of destructive 
caterpillars form part of a regular diet 
of more than fifty-eight species. 

But the experts declare that the 
number of these birds is steadily de¬ 
creasing, and that this is due primarily 
not to their natural enemies, but to 
man. 

The most presistent and inclusive 
slaughter is carried on constantly in 
the Southern stales, where many 
species of our most valuable insecti¬ 
vorous birds pass the winter months. 
Several of these states not only do 
nothing to prevent this slaughter, but 
actually legalize it by laws which 
class certain insectivorous birds as 
“game,” 

For example, the tobin is classed 
as game in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Tennessee. The bobolink is slain in 
even greater numbers, and doves are 
legalized “game” in twenty-six slates.

An ordinance fixing and establish¬ 
ing water rates within tire limits of 
the City of South San Francisco, for 
the fiscal year 1913-1914. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Soutli San I ranciscu do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. The monthly rates of 
compensation to be charged or collect¬ 
ed by any person, firm or corporation 
supplying water to the inhabitants of 
said city, or to firms or corporations 
therein, or to the said city, for private 
or corporate uses or purposes, for the 
year commencing July 1st, 1913, and 
ending June 30th, 1914, are hereby 

fixed as follows: 

Section 2. General monthly rates 
for water served through meters shall 
be at the rate of twenty-three (23) 
cents per hundred cubic feet, provided 
that the charge for serving water 
through a meter shall not be less than 
one dollar per month for any service 
connection. 

Section 3. Water supplied otherwise 
than through meters shall be fur¬ 
nished at meter ’rates for the amount 
estimated to have been so supplied. 

Section 4. The charge and general 
monthly water rates for water used 
for street sprinkling, or for general 
purposes by said city shall be at the 
rate of eight (8) cents per hundred 
cubic feet. 

Section 5 Meter rates shall be pay¬ 
able at the end of each month. 

Section 6. Where meters are used, 
all bills or receipts for the payment of 
said rates or chargesshall have written 
thereon the meter readings for which 
said charges are made. 

Section 7. This ordinance shall be 
published once in “The Enterprise,” 
a weekly newspaper printed and pub¬ 
lished in the City of Soutli San Fran¬ 
cisco, and shall take effect and be in 
force on the first day of July, 1913. 

Introduced this 17th day of Febru¬ 
ary, 1918.

Ten thousand employees of the Cam¬ 
bria Steel Company of Johnston, Pa., 
were affected by an increase in w;ig< j s ;

A modification of the quarantine 
against the Southern States which 
produce citrus fruits, to prevent an 
invasion of California by the white 
fly, was announced by State Horticul¬ 
tural Commissioner Cook. Hereafter 
the ban will refer only to host plants 
of the fly. Heretofore it has excluded 
all fruits and vegetables, trees and 
plants raised in those states from 
California.
